EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 1 , 7 and 8 recites, inter alia, "second information processing means does 
not conform to the standard that the bus is based on" and "setting one of said first 
information processing means in place of one of the plurality of the input sources, the 
input sources being for said second information processing means, as an alternative in 
the selecting device, based on the acquired first information". Prior art of record do not 
teach or suggest, either alone or in combination, the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
